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WHEAT GROWERS 



HE cotton states can produce wheat — and follow it with a crop of soy- 
beans or leguminous hay on the same land in the same season. In cotton states of 
the southeast, wheat acreage has increased 1 80% since 1930. The second largest 
cotton state last year produced more wheat per acre than any major wheat state. 

American cotton farmers normally have sold one-half their crop to foreign mar- 
kets, then used their cash to buy wheat from other areas. Reclamation of cotton's 
export trade in postwar years will save wheat growers from losing cotton farmers 
as customers, and from gaining them as desperate and determined competitors.
